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25 xi 1. a„ Infantry officer candidates of the Kossuth Academy 
were trained In the Gyoergy Dozsa Barracks (formerly 
Albrecht B arracks'- on A.jrena Street, corner of Gyoergy Dozsa 
Street, BUDAPEST. Artillery and tank officer candidates 
of the academy wore trained In the Aron Gabor Barracks 
(formerly Andraosi B . arracks) at 9 H.ungaria Ring, BUDAPEST. 
It was believed' that signal officer candidates were also 
trained in the/ Gyoergy D&zsa B_jarraeks. 


b. The training of officer candidates for AA units was 
conducted outside of BUDAPEST.
